WHAT DOES SPONSORSHIP MEAN? 

Idaho's Sen. Glen H. Taylor has been re 
vealed as one of the western "sponsors" o 
•.the Civil Rights congress, an organization 
labeled by the house committee on un-Ameri- 
can, activities as "dedicated . . . specifically 
to the defense of Individual communists, and 
the Communistic party." 

This revelation was made by the house 
committee In a week-end report titled "Civil 
Rights Congress as a Communist Front Or- 
ganliaitlon." ' / 

Tht report did not Identity as communist 
thBririoUa persons linked with the organiza- 
tion. Neither did It say whether they may 
have been brought Into the organization by 
misunderstanding or misrepresentation of Its 
slnu. 

^^Irrespective of wh«t his connection with 
this organization may be. Senator Twlor 
I should now make it clear to the people ,of 
Idaho Just where .heratands. 
Communism Is this country's greatest 
! enemy and there should be no doubt in the

If Senator Taylor does not belong to the 
Civil Rights congress or If he disagrees with 
the house committee's Identification of the 
organization, let him speak out.
